INTRODUCTION 


In  fifteen  years  of  continuous  effort  the  late  T.  E.  H.  Curtis 
gathered  the  largest  collection  of  antique  glass  that  has  been  brought 
together  in  this  country.  His  collection  contains  a  great  number  of 
unique  pieces,  but  the  desire  to  gradually  improve  the  quality  of  the  col- 
lection made  him  frequently  buy  several  specimens  of  the  same  type. 
Everybody  knows  the  rarity  of  the  Syrian  bottles  made  of  opaque  white 
glass  and  blown  in  a  mould.  The  Curtis  collection  contains  a  consider- 
able number  of  specimens  of  this  type  and  of  nearly  the  same  quality. 
The  same  is  the  case  with  many  other  types  of  antique  glass  which  are 
represented  in  the  collection.  It  seemed  to  be  unnecessary  to  keep  in  the 
collection  all  these  different  specimens  of  equal  merit  and  of  the  same 
type.  This  sale  is  consequently  not  a  sale  of  duplicates  in  the  ordinary 
sense  of  the  word.  Besides  these  different  types  of  extreme  rarity  we 
have  included  in  the  sale  a  certain  number  of  pieces  whose  merit  is 
aesthetic,  rather  than  archaeological.  A  charming  fancy  of  nature  has 
thrown  over  primitively  plain  glass  the  vari-colored  veil  of  iridescence. 
A  certain  number  of  pieces  of  this  type  have  also  been  included  in  this 
sale.  Finally,  there  are  several  groups  of  pieces  which  are  slightly  dam- 
aged, but  which  are  none  the  less  valuable  archaeological  documents. 

Our  knowledge  of  antique  glass  has  been  considerably  modified 
since  the  appearance  of  A.  Kisa's  book  on  antique  glass.  Since  the 
research  work  of  Flindres  Petrie  in  Egypt  it  appears  that  this  country 
is  the  cradle  of  the  art  of  glass  making.  The  so-called  Phoenician  glass 
is  practically  all  Syrian  glass  of  the  Roman  period.  The  glass  blower's 
pipe  was  invented  toward  the  end  of  the  second  century  before  Christ. 
All  blown  glass  therefore  cannot  be  assigned  to  an  earlier  period.  This 
will  explain  the  very  conservative  method  of  dating  in  the  present  cata- 
logue. Glass  was  one  of  the  great  export  articles  of  the  Egyptian  prov- 
ince of  the  Roman  Empire.  Besides  Egypt,  Syria  became  a  great  glass 
producing  center  during  the  early  Imperial  period.  Italy  soon  followed 
and  so  did  Spain.  The  glass  industry  in  Italy  soon  seemed  to  have  been 
overcome  by  a  new  competitor — the  quickly  growing  glass  industry  in  the 
Rhenish  provinces  and  in  Gallia  Belgica. 


The  present  collection  contains  exclusively  specimens  of  Egyptian 
and  Syrian  glass.  There  is  a  very  fine  series  of  Egyptian  vases  and 
pitchers  molded  over  a  core  and  decorated  with  plastically  applied  and 
impressed  glass  threads.  (No.  37  to  No.  52.)  The  group  second  in  im- 
portance are  the  vases  blown  in  a  mold,  among  which  we  may  particu- 
larly mention  numbers  158,  160,  l6l  and  l62,  decorated  with  human 
heads.  Numbers  84  and  116  are  particularly  important  among  the  speci- 
mens blown  in  a  mold. 

These  are  the  only  examples  from  the  Curtis  collection  of  glass 
which  will  be  sold.
